Meeting was held with Mr. Strickland on the above date in regard 
to alleged sexual child abuse reported to the Scout executive of 
the council on October 6, 1987.

Mr. Strickland was presented with a letter signed by the Council 
president informing him that his registration with the Boy Scouts 
of America should be suspended. [Letter used was taken from 
Appendix B, Page 15, of the Boy Scout booklet on "Sexual Child 
Abuse.' 1 ] Mr. Strickland was also presented a copy of the proceduře 
required for requesting a council review of his registration* 
[Appendix C, Page 16, of the Boy Scout booklet "Sexual Child Abuse. 1 '] 

Mr. Strickland was told only that the council had received evidence 
to convince it that his personál and moral life did not meet the 
standards of membership in the Boy Scouts of America. He was told 
this information was confidential and that the council only wished 
him to stop all Scouting activity. He was informed of his righr to 
seek review of his case, using Appendix C as mentioned above.
